REMARKS 

Claims 1-22 are pending. Claims 15-19, 21, and 22 have been canceled. Upon entry of 
this amendment, claims 1-14 and 20 will be pending. 

Allowed Subject Matters 

Applicants thank the Examiner for finding that claims 1-14 and 20 are allowable. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) and 35 U.S.C § 103(a) 

Claims 15-19, 21, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being 
anticipated by, or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being obvious over 
U.S. Patent No. 4,778,851 and 4,840,991. Applicants traverse the rejections. However, to 
advance prosecution, claims 15-19, 21, and 22 have been canceled, thus rendering the rejections 
to these claims moot.
